NOTIFICATION BY THE EAST INDIA COTTON 
ASSOCIATION LTD., BOMBAY 

The approval of the Secretary, Forward Markets Com- 
mission under Sub-section ( 1 ) of Section 1 1 of the For- 
ward Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1952 (74 of 1952) 
read with tho Government of India, Ministry of Commerce 
and Industry Notification S.O. 1162, dated the 4th May 
1960, has been obtained to the following amendments 
made to the Bye-laws of the East India Cotton Associa- 
tion Ltd., Bombay, the same, having been previously 
placed on the Notice Board of the Association pursuant 
to Section 11 of the Act and Rule 11 of the Forward 
Contracts (Regulation) Rules, 1954. 

AMENDMENTS 

That the Bye-laws of the Association be altered in the 
following manner : — 

I. In Bye-law 1 : — 

In the definition of East African Cotton, the words "and 
Nyasaland” shall be deleted. 

II. The following New Bye-law shall be enacted as Bye- 
law 34B. 

Upcountry quotations : 

"34B. — The Daily Rates Committee shall also record 
upcountry approximate quotations for such 
growths as may be directed by the Board from 
time to time.” 

III. In Bye-law 198, in para 4 : — 

(a) For the clause — 

“In respect of East African Cotton an appeal 
shall lie from the Arbitrators’ or Umpire’s Award, 
to an Appeal Committee constituted of three 
Surveyors appointed under Bye-law 35 and a 
person who shall be called upon from a panel 
of three persons nominated by the Board from 
the Importers of Uganda Cotton in Bombay 
from time to time”, 

the following shall he substituted : — 

“In respect of East African and Pakistan Cottons 
an appeal shall lie from the Arbitrators’ or 
Umpire’s Award, to an Appeal Committee 
constituted of three Surveyors appointed under 
Bye-law 35 and a person who snail be called 
upon from the relevant panel of the two panels 
of three persons each nominated by the Board 
from time to time from amongst the Importers 
of Uganda Cotton and Pakistan Cotton respec- 
tively, in Bombay”. 

(b) In the marginal heading. — 

For the word “Cotton”, the words “and Pakistan 
Cottons’’ shall be substituted. 

IV. Bye-law 221— Tlie existing provisions of this Bye- 
law shall be substituted by the following 

“221,— The following grade standards shall be pre- 
pared and maintained by the Association as per 
provisions of Bye-law 128 (except that a separate 
Standards Committee for East African Cotton 


shall be appointed by the Board from time to 
time) for adjudication of quality on imported 
Kenya and Uganda Cottons; 

Grades : Extra Superfine, Superfine, Fine (Basis), 
Fully Good and Good. 

respectively corresponding to UNWA, UNUG, Selling 

Standard UNFA and UNEX. 

Provided that in the event of an agreement between 
the East India Cotton Association Ltd. and the 
East African Cotton Exporters Association, 
Kampala, in respect of the aforesaid Grades, 
the .Standards prepared by the L.M.B., Kampala 
shall be adopted subject to the approval of the 
said Standards by the Association. The Standards 
for other Descriptions and Grades of East 
African Cotton may be prepared and maintained 
by the Association."

ed by the Board in corrugation with the Forward Mar- 
kets Commission from time to time, and submit the 
same directly to the Forward Markets Commission. 
The members shall not accept the fresh business of a 
non-member client who declines io i inrush such declara- 
tions. 
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(b) The powers specified in Clause (a) above may 
be exercised by the Forward Markets Commission in 
any case where in the opinion of the Commission, it is 
considered necessary in the interest of trade or in the 
public interest so to do.”
